COLONEL NEAVE; The last affidavit submitted was SS AFFIDAVIT 
13. Yesterday, we had a conference regarding concentration camp affidavits 
and came to certain conclusions with regard to those affidavits. Possibly 
Dr. Pelckmann would like to submit the concentration camp affidavits first. 

DR. PELCKMANN; WEBER AFFIDAVIT, 

Weber is by proféssion a priest. He was a racial German from 
Rumania and in October of 1941 he was drafted, together with 350 fellow 
citizens, into the Waffen SS without having previously belonged to the party 
or the Algemeine SS. Weber belonged from January 1, 1942 until the end of 
the war to the Guard and Battallion Gusen سذ‎ Maunthausen. He was assigned 
to guard duty in the beginning of 1943, then he worked in the company office. 

He was comandeered 

for three months at the concentration camp at Oraniansburg and leter on was 
sent beck to Gusen as a librarian. During his entire duty, Weber never saw 
that prisoners were mistreated, tortured or killed by guard posts. Weber 
spoke almost daily with the prisoners and they told him many things of life 


within the camp, but never spoke of any tortures, killings or gas chambers, 


The prisoners had recreation in Camp Gusen, including movies, foot-ball tourn- 


aments, concerts and good medical care. The bad impression, which was given 
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Affidavits, 


Camp Gusen, was supposed to have been made when it was cleaned up and 

is explained by Weber through circumstances which occured only in the very 
last period of the war, such as the typhus epidemic, the killing of prisoners 
among themselves, the lack of food supplies, etc. 5 

MR. MONNERAY; It can be added to the summeray that it is recog- 
nized that the guards were not allowed to enter within the camp itself, 

DR. PELCKMANN: I agree with that. 1 propose, due to the fact 
that this affidavit is typical, that the entire affidavit be translated, 
because I have quite a few other affidavits of this sort and this will add 
to the explanation of the other affidavits. 

COLONEL NXAVE: Mr. Monneray, I don't know if you wish to have this 
affidavit fully translated or not. 

MR. MONNERAY: I think the summary is sufficient. 

DR. PELCKMANN; "me entrance into the camp, as well as the entrance 
into the industries where prisoners worked, was allewed only to the personnel 
of the command post anà only some of them were permitted to enter.

MONNERXY: I do not object to the last part of the last phrese 
of the summary, even when you say the food was better than the food given 
to the SS members, but that is an interesting element for the weight of this 
document. 


DR. PELCKMANN: It is a question of value. 
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MR. MONNERAY: I would like to have read a few phrases of the 
last page, where he finally recognizes that executions did take place 
in the concentration camp. 

COLONEL NEAVE: There is no point in reading part of the 
paragraph, we will read the whole peragranh. 


DR. PELCKMANN; "At the end of my affidavit, I want to spesk 


about the executions,some single executions were carried out, but they 
on 
were/mostly so-called black-out criminal, guilty of plu&éerings in Berlin 


during air attacks, criminal assault, rape and other assault crimes, 

As I found out from comrades who were working in the command office, these 
people were legally sentenced to death by a proper court marshall, Mass 
executions, as they were suppo ed to be carried out in Auschwitz and Malhausen, 
which we heard of only in the internment camp through the press and radio, 
could not have been carried out in Saxonhausen, My comrades and I would 
have had to know something about this. The order concerning a single 
execution, concerning these sentences, etc., came ss secret matters to 

the commander or his representatives in the office and were taken care 

of in strict secrecy by Ants. 1 and 3. The secrecy was also kept against 
other offices. (Amts. 1 and 5 are the vrison camp leadership.) For all 

SS members working in the concentration camp, there was a so-called secrecy 


pledge, not only to the outside, but also concerning the individual work 


done." 
COLONEL NEAVE; Any commente?

This is supposed 
to show that a prisoner was comparatively well treated and he did not 
have any knowledge of apy killings in concentration camps or executions. 

MR. MONNERAY: No objections. 

DR. PELCKMANN; Wilschewske had been en inmate of the concen- 
tration camp Dachau since March 3, 1943 when he refused to follow a draft 
order into the SS, He was treated well in Dachau, the food was good and 
there was tobacco until the end of 1944, The accommodations were well 
during his entire stay in Dachau. He did not see any killings or mise 
treatments, with the exception of those special punishments ordered by 
the Reichsfuehrer SS. Besides that he heard of executions such as the 
carrying out of court marshall sentences. Wilschewske heard repeatedly 
of the prisoners who volunteered for biological experiments of Dr. Rascher, A 
They volunteered for that sinee in this way they could earn their own free- 
dom as well as special consideration for their families. Wilschewske is 
at the present time interned since he,with other prisoners was put in 
uniferm when the American troops came near and was ordered to defend the 
camp. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Any further comment? This is SS AFFIDAVIT 16, 

MR. MONNERAY: May I add one word as to the fact that Wilschewske 
is actually interned. This fact was hot the result of the affidavit itself,

M. MONERREY: Tt is quite amazing when this Czech internee comes 
back,he is given a particular translation,but he talks about the necessity 
to live with real criminals, so perhaps there were two parts in this Ghetto, 
and if anything this last phrase is in contradiction witht he beginning of 
this affidavit. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Allright, you can read that, can't you? By the 
way, have you translated this summary? 

THE INTERPRETER: Yes. 

M. MONERREY: After this report came back to the office, I had 
him report to me concerning his experience in the concentration camp, after 


I had found his thoughts conceming the secrecy pledge, he told me that for 


him the worse was the living together with the real criminals. Food and 


housing were allright. He did not at any time have to feel any mistreatment 


or abuse. 


COLONEL NEAVE: Any further comments, The Affidavit is admitted 
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as 3 A,fidavit No. 25. As I have to attend a closed session at two o'clock 


I shall be ebiiíged to adjourn now. Mr Taylor will continue the hearing at 


two o'clock. 


(The Commission adjourned to 1400 hours)

Affidavit Fritz Wagner. Members of the Commando Staffs and of the Guard Units 
of the concentration camps were punished severely for mistreatment of prisoners.

Through personal files and through documents available one could see that every 
one of them and sometimes even repeatedly, was taught and told, without strong 
punishment, that they were not to speak to the prismers pa privately, that they 
were not supposed to have any personal connections with them, that they were not 
to hit them or to mistreat them or were not to give them any presents or take 
any from them. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Any objectim? 

M. MONNERAY: No objection. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: That will be SS No. 26. 
BY DR. PELCKMANN: 

I do mt want to bring up next the two affidavits of Schmitz and Schein, 
I am going to submit them in the final summary. 

Next is Affidavit Gerlach. Gerlach was at the end of July 1934, Commander 
of the so-called Columbia House in Berlin, the prison for political prisorers 
of the Reichs Security Main Office and from the beginning of December 1934 
Commander of the Concentration Camp Sachsenburg and since April 1935 Adjutant 
in the Concentration Camp Dachau, Only members of the camp headquarters and the 


prisoners themselves could have any knowledge concerning the matters within the 


concentration camp, There was a secrecy pledge for all members of the camp head- 


quarters, for the guard units and for the prisoners. Gerlach states that with

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the exception of a small circle that he has named no one, not even members of the SS, 


could have received any information concerning conditions in concentration camps. 

M. MONNERAY: The affidavit does not seem to be signed before an allied 
officer. 

DR. PELCKMANN: It was very hard to have this certified by an allied 
officer since the decree concerning certification by an allied officer was only 
issued in May and in this case it was certified by a German lawyer. It is possible 
that there is a decree in the Camp Neuengamme in which the German. lawyers are 
authorized to certify the documents. I remember especially that communication with 
the Camp Neuengamme was very difficult} 

COMMISSTONER TAYLOR: Is there any other objection? 

M. MONNERAY: No. 

COMMISSIONER TAYIOR: That will be marked SS No. 27 and it will be 
submitted to the Commission as a whole as to clarification and for approval.

Gruenewald found out during 
his six year imprisonment that all mean matters and crimes were carried out by 
members of the Command Staffs and that they were kept secret from members of the 
SS units. He states that the members of the Waffen-SS did not have the possibility 
to receive any insight into the interior matters of the concentration camp.

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Affidavit Rudolph Gerhard Schneider, Schneider was in October 1943 ordered 
to Posen as an 3S Sturmfuehrer and member of the Office of the SS Personnel Main 
Office of the Reichsfuehrer-SS and in this way became a witness to the Posen 
speech of Himmler. During the evening meal the Gruppenfuehrer of the Waffen-SS 
Steiner and Phleps spoke against the proposed solution of the Jewish problem as 
described by Himmler as well as against the use of the Waffen-SS in the so-called 
Einsatz Commandos, Schneider was of the impression that other SS leaders also 
did not agree with the statements of Himmler. Every member of this meeting was 
held to strictest secrecy. Schneider had to sign a slip which stated that if this 
secrecy pledge was broken he, together with his entire family, would be liquidated, 
Some days later Schneider was once again warned personally by Hinmler to keep 
quiet in any case concerning Posen if he valued his life,

Affidavit Jasper. Jasper entered into the SS Reitersturm on the lst of May 
1935 in Munich, In August 1936 he participated in the group that was sent to 
accompany members of the Diphomatic Corps and foreign guests of honor to the @ijmbx 
Olympics in Berlin and later on participated also in the accompanying of foreign 
personalities, duties which were regularly carried out by the 7th SS-Reiter 
Standarte, Jasper thereby saw a constantly increasing participation of the Diplomatic 
Corps in National Socialistic demonstrations from year to year and growing interest 
in the matters of Germany. He did not notice any negative action or any hostile 
attitude but rather a happy agreement. This cooperation in the Diphomatic Corps 
was presented to the German public through movies and the press as well as through 


direct reports over the radio, Therefore neither the German population or the é) 6 
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mass of the SS could get the thought that the SS was a criminal organization, 
especially since, for instance, during the Reichs Party Day of 1938, among the 
personalities participating were the British Ambassador Henderson and the French 
Anbassador Francois Poncet., This affidavit also states that the riding training 
in the SS Reiterstandarte was not considered by the Army as being too valuable. 

M. MONNERAY: TI consider this affidavit as irrelevant in so far as the 
affidavit is dealing with the attitude of foreign diplomats. The Tribunal has 
already dealt with this question and has not admitted this kind of evidence, May 
I add, this document gives no evidence of facts except the fact of the presence 
of foreign diplomats during the Party Demonstrations. 

DR, PELCKVANN: I believe that the prosecutor is incorrect when he states 
that the Tribunal has already decided this matter, The Tribunal can only decide 
about individual defendants; but the attitude of the foreign diplomatic corps 
towards the National Socialistic State is to be treated quite differently in this 
case and I will explain immediately why. This cannot be of any value to the 
individual defendants before the Tribunal since, as the prosecution has stated, 
they, as leading personalities, did know the goals and the reasons behind the 
goals. The individual defendants had to know, according to the prosecution, 
that they were fooling the foreign governments, the diplomatic corps. Therefore, 
the attitude of the other countries could be of no value to the individual. How- 
ever the defense of the SS maintains that the SS members and the organization as 
Süch were themselves fooled by the National Socialistic Leadership about its true 
goals and this mistake, this wrong idea, had to be strengthened by the friendly 
attitude of the Diplomatic Corps. Therefore the individual could not have known 


that its government was following criminal goals if the foreign diplomats were 


on such friendly relations. And this documents does not give only ideas but 
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rather facts concerning especially the attitude of foreign diplomats against the 
SS during such diplomatic demonstrations or Nazi Party Demonstrations. 

M. MONNERAY: If I mx may add another consideration, it seems to me 
that the matter this affidavit is dealing with, about km the matter of argument, 
about the matter of facts, the only fact shown here in this affidavit is the 
presence of foreign diplomats at Nazi Demonstrations. In this commission the 
evidence has to deal with the criminal activities of the organizations. So it 
would be perfectly admissible if this affidavit said only that the SS Riding Units 
had no criminal activity at all. But there is no connection at all between the 
attitude of foreign diplomats and the knowledge of criminal activities of the 
indicted organization. For this reason I think this document is inadmissible. 

DR, PELCKMANN: May I add something? 

COMMISSIONERY TAYLOR: Proceed. 

DR. PZLCKMANN: This document does not only state the fact, very well 
known before the Court, that foreign diplomats had participated in demonstrations 
or were present, but it shows something that so far has not been presented to 
the court - that it was the SS that took care of these visiting diplomats and it 
was the SS that was in an especially friendly relation with the foreign diplomats 
and vice versa. It isnot correctly stated that this Commission has only to deal 
with the question as to whether or not an organization is criminal because, accord= 
ing to #3 of the Decree of the 13th of March 1946, it is stated that the cuestion 
is also if the criminal goal was generally known among the members of the organ- 
ization and therefore it is important to know if these diplomats were together 
with members of the SS, which is supposed to be a criminal organization, and it 
is important to show that members of the diplomatic corps were in good relation 


with members of the SS. The people and the mass of the SS had to judge themselves 


whether members of the diplomatic corps would be seen together with members of a م‎ 


7 
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criminal organization. 

M. MONNERAY: If I may just conclude, I think there is no 352550552 
connection at all between the question whether or not members of the SS considered 
their organization as criminal and the fact that foreign representatives attended 
Nazi Demonstrations. An appreciation by the members of their own organization and 
of the nature of their own organization has to be shown by facts regarding this 
organization and not by facts which have no connection at all with this organ- 
ization. In other words, evidence has to be given by facts which are in direct 
connection with the organization and a part of this organization itself and its 
activities and not by facts absolutely outside of the organization itself. 

DR. PELCKMANN: According to #3 of the Decree of the 13th of March 
one has to show that members of the SS were not aware actually of the mx criminal 
attitude and the only way I can prove that is by giving facts by which the average 
SS man could judge in those years. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: For the purpose of the record let this 
affidavit be marked SS No. 30.
